Rio represents a phenyl or heterbaryl group optionally substituted 
by one or a number of halogen atoms or groups such as -HO, -O-alkyl, -S-alkyl, 
cyano or alkyl; 

Rn and R12 represent, independently of one another, a hydrogen or 

halogen atom; 

Rn represents a halogen atom or a haloalkyl, haloalkoxy, -S(O) 
q CF 3 or - SF 5 group; 

m, n, q and r represent, independently of one another an integer 
equal to 0, 1 or 2; 

x represents a trivalent nitrogen atom or a C-R12 radical, the other 
three valencies of the carbon atom forming part of the aromatic ring; 

with the proviso that when R\ is methyl, then R3 is haloalkyl, R4 is 
NH 2 , Rn is CI, Rn is CF 3 and X is N.
